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FOREIGN LANGUAGE 


Developing one of man’s oldest and most basic 
needs, the art of communicating, the foreign language 
department offered several paths for improvement. 
Three foreign languages were taught and each had its 
individual club in which students learned more about 
the cultures, traditions, and heritage of the peoples 
speaking the language. Stressing the spoken language 
as well as the written, the French and Spanish classes 
had access to the modern language laboratory. By 
means of an intricate system of electronic devices, 
students were able to practice speaking while receiv- 
ing individual or group instruction.

Preparation for the business world was stressed in 
all the classes of the commercial department. Through 
the varied selection of business courses taught, stu- 
dents were able to obtain working knowledge of the 
machines, methods, practices, and terminology used 
in their selected fields. In the relatively new Coopera- 
tive Office Occupations program, students were given 
a chance to apply their skills. By attending school for 
a half day and working for the other half, young office 
employees got first hand experience at a school su- 
pervised job. In the classroom, a general introduction 
into office procedure was given in Typing I, while Typ- 
ing Il students advanced to the operation of more com- 
plicated office machines.

Automation, mechanization and computerization in 
today’s world require the knowledge of modern mathe- 
matical concepts. Designed to more fully cover stu- 
dents’ individual needs, both pure and applied phases 
of math were taught at Hickory High. Contemporary 
Geometry, Algebra I, and basic math courses provided 
a sound background for sophomores.

Through the Industrial Cooperative Training and 
Distributive Education programs, students received 
the benefit of classroom instruction and on the job 
training in the same course. In both programs students 
took academic and job oriented courses for a half day 
and spent the remainder of the day at a school super- 
vised job.

1. Everyone wants to learn how 
to dive and almost everyone 
wants to learn without smacking 
himself in the process. The first 
a@iep is to sit on the edge of a 
pool or low pier, extend the arms 
forward, palms down, thumbs 
locked and simply rock forward 
and slide in between the knees. 


2. Next, kneel on one knee, 
with the toes of the other foot 
gripping the edge, extend the 
arms, look downward and for- 
ward under the finger-tips, rock 
forward and slide in. To come to 
the surface simply lift the head 
and look up AFTER you are 
underwater.

3. Then take a crouching posi- 
tion with both feet fairly close 
together and your toes gripping 
the edge.
